Adult Registration and Required Training Help Guide - Returning User 

 

 

• Under the Commonwealth of Massachusetts State Law, all adults (persons age 18 and 

older) are required to be CORI Approved prior to working with children.  

• Due to new U.S. Soccer/Mass Youth Soccer policies all adults are also required to have a 

national background check; 

o includes both State and National Sex Offender Registry checks. 

• Both background checks are initiated when completing your required annual 

Massachusetts Youth Soccer Adult Registration.   

• Adults must also complete the SafeSport abuse prevention training. 

o Instructions are on page 5 of this document.  

• Adults must also complete concussion training. 

o Centers for Disease Control Concussion training is on page 6 of this document.  

• And be verified/approved in the registration system for all requirements noted above, 

prior to working with the children. 

• In addition, you must be CORI Verified 

 

IMPORTANT PLEASE READ FIRST: 

Returning User:  Have at any time registered online with Mass Youth Soccer. 

  

If you registered with Mass Youth Soccer previously and do not know your username or 
password: 

1. Use the forgot password function in the top left corner of the registration landing 
page and wait for an email to be sent to you. 

2. The email you receive will let you know if you are in the system and will let you create 
your username and password; do not create a new registration account. 

3. The U.S. Soccer Connect Help Center is also available by clicking on the "Help Center" link 
in the top left corner of the registration landing page.

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How to complete your Adult Registration as a Returning User: 

1. After you fully read this help guide, to start the process click on the” U.S. Soccer 

Connect Adult Registration Portal ” Link.   

2. Once you click on the Adult Registration link, you will see, “Welcome to the 

Massachusetts Youth Soccer Adult Registration Portal”.  Please read all information 

that has been provided to you, as this will make the process go quicker. Then click on 

the, “Register Now” (blue) button found at the bottom of the Adult Registration landing 

page.   

  

3. Next enter your Username and Password and click on the green, “Returning User” 

button. 

 

4. Verify your information and edit if need be.  

5. After you review your information and if all information is correct, click the green 

continue button.   

 

6. Next click on the blue button, “Register as Coach/Admin” button across from your 

name. 

 

7. Select Program as Adult/CORI Registration then press continue.

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8. Check or update the information and make sure to select all organizations you will be 

volunteering/coaching for, and the role(s) that you have within those organization(s).  

You can add up to three organizations.  If you are involved in more than three 

organizations, notify Mass Youth Soccer and we will add them to your Adult Registration 

for you. At the end of this page click the green Save and Next Page button. 

 

9. Please read and complete all questions. Make sure to accept all the Electronic Legal 

Agreements.  If your Risk Status is set to expire during this registration year you will 

move on to the National Background check submission.  

a. Under the legal agreements, you will see two boxes, you should see your name 

in those boxes. If you do not see your name, background checks cannot be 

processed. Do NOT continue, call the U.S. Soccer Connect help line. Once issue is 

resolved, log back in with your new username and password to complete the 

process.  Then, Click the green “Agree & Continue” button. 

 

10. Next click on the “No Payment due, Continue” button.  

 

11. If your background checks are expiring during this registration year, they are up for 

renewal, and you will see the green “Continue to Background Check>>>” button. 
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12. Make sure to SUBMIT YOUR BACKGROUND CHECK.  

Also, make sure you see your name and date of birth here; if not, stop and call the U.S. 

Soccer Connect support team. Full Social Security number is required. 

 

 

CORI VERIFICATION INFORMATION 

If you have not previously done so (CORI Verification is a one-time event), print the CORI 

Acknowledgement Form and contact your local organization’s Risk Manager; they are required 

to CORI Verify you.  This is done by either sending them a notorized CORI Acknowledgemement 

form, or meeting them in person and  showing them a government issued photo ID that they 

will use verify your personal information. 

a. If your organization has already marked you as CORI Verified, you do not need to 

take any action. 

If you did not print the CORI Acknowledgement form at the time of registration and need to do 

so: 

1. log back into your My Account and click on “Print Documents” button under your photo . 

 
2. You will then be presented with a pop-up PDF labeled as a receipt, this is your CORI 

Acknowledgement form. 

DO NOT UPLOAD YOUR CORI ACKNOWLEDGEMENT FORM or your Driver’s License INTO YOUR 

ACCOUNT. Your organization’s Risk Manager will upload a CORI Proof of Verification Document 

for you.

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SAFESPORT ABUSE PREVENTION AND CDC CONCUSSION INFORMATION 

You are required to complete SafeSport Abuse Prevention and the concussion trainings.  The 

links to SafeSport and Center for Disease Control (CDC) training are in your “My Account” 

adult registration under the “Certificates” tab. 

SAFESPORT ABUSE PREVENTION TRAINING 

SafeSport is a yearly requirement; the first course is Core training (1.5 hours). 
• Adult Participants that continue to participate must complete a refresher course on an 

annual basis (20 minutes), beginning the calendar year after completing the SafeSport 
Trained Core training. 

• Every four years, Adult Participants will complete the SafeSport Trained Core training. 
• NEW:  Mass Youth Soccer Adult Registration/U.S. Soccer Connect is now connected to 

the U.S. Soccer Learning Center. 
o U.S. Soccer Connect goes directly to SafeSport/U.S. Soccer Learning Center to 

find your completed training, you do not upload your certificate of completion; 
however, to be auto approved, you must have the exact same first and last 
name and email address in both your adult registration and SafeSport/U.S. 
Soccer Learning Center accounts. 

• RETURNING SafeSport USERS, read step 4 a, then click on the link in # 3. 

1. NEW USERS, to create your SafeSport account, you MUST use the exact same first and 
last name and email address you used for your Mass Youth Soccer registration. 

• If you do, your certificate will be automatically saved to your Mass Youth 
Soccer account. 

• If you do not use the same name and email address, you will need to upload 
your certificate to your Mass Youth Soccer account. 

2. Copy this Access Code: YC3E-6P5G-YYIL-CS2M 

3. Go to SafeSport 
4. NEW USERS: In the pop-up window (Add Membership – U.S. Soccer), paste that access 

code into the "Access Code" field, then click "Save". 

 
 

 

4 a - NOTE FOR RETURNING USERS:  If you have a 

SafeSport account, click the “Cancel” button.  In the 

next window, click the “Sign in” link at the top-right 

side of the page. 

  Once signed in, you are presented 

with your completed and available training.  You 

can also update your email address along with 

other account information.

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5. Add all required information to create your account and save it.  
6. SafeSport will send an email to verify the account; log back into your SafeSport account 

and begin the training. 
a. Download your certificate of completion. 
b. If not auto approved in 24 hrs., upload your certificate for manual 

verification/approval. 
c. To upload certificate:  Log into your Mass Youth Soccer Adult Registration, “My 

Account”:

CONCUSSION TRAINING 

Centers for Disease Control (CDC) or U.S. Soccer Safe and Healthy Playing 

Environment courses 

Concussion Training Policy Info - Mass Youth Soccer has a two-year approval policy. 

• If you completed your training June 1st or later, of the prior year you are registering 

into, you are in fulfilment of the Mass Youth Soccer policy of two years, i.e., for Fall 2021 

– Spring 2022 training must have been completed June 1, 2020, or later. 

• You must check with your local organization as your league may have a one-year policy. 

NEW:  For the 2021 - 2022 registration year - along with the Centers for Disease Control (CDC) 

Heads Up concussion course, Mass Youth Soccer also accepts the U.S. Soccer Learning Center 

concussion training (Safe and Healthy Playing Environment Course). 

• U.S. Soccer Connect goes directly to the U.S. Soccer Learning Center to find your 

completed Safe and Healthy Playing Environment course training. You do not upload 

your certificate of completion; however, to be auto approved, you must have the exact 

same first and last name and email address in both your adult registration and U.S. 

Soccer Learning Center accounts. 

• CDC Certificates of completion must be uploaded into your adult registration account. 

Please read all information carefully prior to clicking on the course training link. 

NOTE:  You will not see an expiration date for trainings in your adult registration account. The expiration 

date is based off the policy information; SafeSport training must be taken anytime within the calendar 

year of which the adult is registering into i.e., Fall 2021 – Spring 2022 training must have been completed 

January 1, 2021, or later... If you see a cloud with an upload arrow, it is time to take/retake that training.  

If you see a ✓and the word verified, you cannot upload your new certificate and may be all set for this 

registration year.  If you are unsure how to proceed, or need assistance, contact your organizations Risk 

Manager.

How to complete your Centers for Disease Control Concussion Training and 

Upload your Certificate of Completion 

It will save you more time if you read both this, and the CDC training help guide. 

 

If you have a current CDC Train account (prior to March 1, 2020), use the link below to log in to take the 

coaches version of the training.

1. New users:  Log into your Mass Youth Soccer Adult Registration account (“My Account”) 

and clicking on the “Certificates” tab. 

 
2. Next, click on the CDC .gov/headsup link (help guide) to review the instructions on how 

to create an account which also includes the link to take the course. 

a. To start the training, you will select “a” on the lower section of page three of the 

help guide, “coaches’ version”: https://www.train.org/cdctrain/course/1089818/ 

3. Once you have completed the concussion training you are required to upload your 

certificate of completion. This is done by: 

a. Logging back into your “My Account” and then clicking on the “Certificates” tab. 

b. Next, click on the “Concussion Certificate” box to upload your Certificate of 

Completion. 

  
You are all set; just notify your participating organization’s Administrator so they can mark you 

as Verified/Approved.

If you see a ✓and the word verified, you 

cannot upload your new certificate and may be all set for this registration year.  If you are
